L. The proposal recommends that FDD provide analytical and
evaluative support on foreign language reference materials to the
committee. Actually such support is presently being provided by
FDD to the offices of CIA and the language sections of the IAC
agencies, The Division will continue to provide this assistance.

2. Research and development of new materials is beyond the
scope of FDD's mission and could assume proportions requiring a
substantial number of personnel. The Division is not authorized
sufficient personnel to meet present exploitation requirements
and therefore augmentation for "extra-curricular" activity is most
improbable.

3. From vworking level liaison it does not appear that the
IAC agencies desire the type of centralized development as is
suggested by Reference (a).

2. The reason for FLD!s lack of requiremsnts for the develop-
rent of new xaterials appears (o this Jffice Lo be that tvhe extraor=
dinary renpe of lanrusgse skills repressnted on the FDD staff allows
i1t to make usse of bdi-lingual reference materials in two foreign lang-
va;03. Ixisting miterials, hosavesr, are inudagunte for various in-
telligence purposas where personnsl concerned do not have ¥UD expsrt-
ise, either in langusge corpetence or in number o langusges. Juch
‘expertise may not bs presumed in most cases, rarticulerly oversoas,
The exiatiry matorisls are alsc lnadequate “cv the purpose of foreign
languago training. it 15 in or“er to reredy thess two typas of irmade-
quacies that the subject commitcee cas bgen proposed.

3. In view of tle lforegoing, the stuteront ol missicn of the
proposad comrittes should be revised to speci!fy with absolute clarity
that the prirme interest of ti commitie? is iix covelopmont ol new
foreign language reference maderials required to meet govermsertal
nesds in various intelligence activities and in foreiym lapguage train-
ing. The proposad eommittes 13 not coneerned with existing materisls
exeept insofay as the evaluation of such matoria.s is needed to deter-
mine geverneental requirerents for new xaterials.
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ke The effective opsration of the proposed committee regquires
the support of a linguistic research staff as a permanent we
grouwp of the comeittes. The functions of this staff would be to

l. Believe this again involves what would be an untimely FDD
assumption of work beyond its current function, especially in view
of the threatened T/0 reduction. (Reference also (a) consideration
of a Latin America unit, (b) incorporation of English-language source
materials in FDD publications,) ,

2. On 5 August 1952 at the OIC meeting called to consider OTR's
proposal. for the subject committee, only OCD's representative felt
that there is not need for such a committes. At OIC's meeting the
undersigned ventuwred to state the possitility that some needed refer-
ence materials could be handled profitably through such a committee
as OTR proposed, or, without a committee, by direct cooperation
between offices concerned (as betwsen OTR and FDD regarding Chinese
language textbooks).

However, if the still questionable need for the committee
can be proven and it then is set up on the basis of savings to the
Government, any FDD responsibllity mmst be limited to IAC member
agencies,

FDD's part is questionable if only justified in the name of
economy, i.8., utilizing existing facilities, such as only FDD has,
for the analytical and evaluative support recommended in paragraph 8a.
of Reference.

3. I believe that FDD should not be the clearing house for the
special (reference materials) requirements of other offices, unless
FDD's current T/0 would suffice, because FDD, familiar only with its
own needs for reference materials, could and should not always assess
these materials to meet other offices' needs,

k. Recommend forwarding the enclosed to FDD for comment, question-
ing whether FDD can afford, éfeA without T/0 incregse (or with T/0
reduction), to consider work such a far cry from its assigned function,
(If FDD wants to accept this job, it would seem to me indicative of
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counter~currents of purpose within FDD:

(1) to emphasize “exploitation," minimize translation
service;

(2) to give special services (such as support to subject
committee, unrestrained translation service, etc.) always at
the expense of its (NSCID ?) common service, “exploitation®
nission, : :
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
